.REVISION DES EOSA DE L’HERBIER BABINGTON.

Rosa graveolens Gren. J'ai vu dans Hierbier Babington des 
ecliantillons de la Rose du Warwickshire que M. Baker decrit sous 
le nom de variete Billietii , et qu’on pent identifier au B. Billietii 
Pug., qui est une variete du B. graveolens. Ces ecliantillons provi- 
ennent de pieds eultives dans le jardin de W. T. Bree, a Allesley, 
et dans celui de Borrer. Cette Rose serait, parait-il, originaire de 
Bidford, dans le Warwickshire. Avant d’admettre le B . graveolens 
comme indigene en Angleterre, on fera bien d’attendre qu’il ait 
ete retrouve soit dans le Warwickshire, soit dans d’autres comtes. 

La derniere edition du London Catalogue comprend encore le 
B . inodora Fries, qui est bien une variete du B . graveolens. Jusqu’a 
present je n’ai jamais vu le B . inodora originaire des lies Britan- 
niques. Le B. agrestis Savi, inodora Fries, recueilli par M. Bagnall 
dans le Warwickshire, et distribue, en 1887, par le Botanical Ex¬ 
change Club, n’est ancunement l’espece de Fries. Autant que j’en 
puis jtiger sur un unique ramuscule fructifere, la plante de M. Bag¬ 
nall est une variete du B. canina du groupe B. scabrata Crep. 

Rosa tomentosa Sm. Les materiaux du B. tomontosa Sm. ren- 
fermes dans l’herbier Babington pourraient faire l’objet de tres 
nombreuses remarques sur les varietes de ce type, mais comme ces 
remarques exigeraient un developpement trop considerable pour 
cette notice, je me bornerai a quelques observations. 

Dans l’herbier Babington, se trouvent des exemplaires de deux 
varietes du B. tomentosa que M. Baker a denommes B . Blondaana 
Rip., et a, dans sa monographie, rapportes a sa variete marginata . 
Ces varietes, recueillies par Babington et Lees dans l’ile d*Arran et 
dans le Carnarvonshire, tendent a se rapprocher de la variete du 
B . tomentosa que Scheutz a decrite sous le nom faux de B. mollis 
Sm. var. glabrata Fries ( Journ . Bot. 1888). La variete marginata 
Baker, qui vise soit le B. marginata Wallr., soit le B. trachyphylla 
Rau, doit disparaitre des Flores d’Angleterre. Le B . Blondaana 
Rip., rapporte comme synonyme a cette variete marginata , est une 
variete du B. canina , et quant au B. tomentosa var. b. Rapin., 
egalement cite en synonyme, e’est un B. tomentosa x glauca, 

Parmi les varietes du B . tomentosa , on 6numere encore les 
varietes uncinata Lees et pseudo-mollis E. Baker. Avant d’exprimer 
une opinion definitive sur ces deux dernieres Roses, j’ai besoin de
